The Spanish ICIols. tfgi* 
MADIUD, Aug. 20.— Rioting in San Se- 
bastian was renewed last night, the orches- 
tra again refusing to play the " Basque 
Hymn." The troops fired, wounding sev- 
oral citizens, The streots were patrolled by 
military all last night. Among t.lio occu- 
pants of tho hotel ut which Senor Sagusta 
was a guest wnro tho American minister 
and his family, all of whom shared the 
general alarm. Senor Sugaata wont to tho 
palace yesterday to furnish the Q ucen with 
tho dotails of tho trouble. The local press 
give emphatic expression to their indigna- 
tion against tho ollicials who ordered their 
vanguard to firo upon tho crowd, Tho im- 
pression prevails that tho court will still re- 
main here. Tho town is now quiet, and it 
is not expected that a state of sicgo will bo 
proclaimed. 



St. Louis, Aug. 29. — A tolegram L-om 
Savannah, Georgia, Bays that that portion 
of tho city known as Tybeo Island lying at 
tho mouth of tho Savannuh river was, last 
night, struck by tho most terrific cyolono 
that over visited that section of tho country. 

Tho uLorm swept with tremendous force 
over the north part of tho island. The rail- 
road tracks wero carried ,'iOI) to 500 feet by 
the force of the water. The Chatham club 
house is practically ruined. The pavilions 
on tho beach are gono, and an empty train 
is lying in the woods. Trains on all the 
roads are coming in irregularly, and somo 
of them are entirely stopped to 
repair washouts. Church steeples wore 
demolished and at least oOO largo trees 
blown down all over tho city. There is no 
communication whatever with Tybeo except 
by boat. While thus far only sixteen lives 
are known to havo been lost, yet tho loss of 
life must havo been cortainly twice that. 
Tho property loot already known will ex- 
ceed $1,000,000, and thoro is no telling 
where tho figures will end when tho full de- 
tails of tho damage are known. 

Petersburg, Va,, Aug. 2!).— The severest 
wind and rain storm known hero for some 
yoai'B visited this city yesterday afternoon. 
Chimneys wero blown down, trees uprooted 
and fences levelled. In tho country barns 
and other outhouses wero blown down. 

Kernersville, N. C, Aug. 29 —A hurri- 
cane passed through this place from north- 
east to southwest veBterday. It lasted only 
five minutes, hut left a path of ruin four 
miles wido, and ,'i00 buildings, mostly resi- 
dences, were wrecked. Tho house of W. 
M. Phillips was swept oft" its foundation, 
carrying the family with it. Mr. Phillips' 
daughter was killed, but tho rest of tho 
family escaped with serious wounds. No 
other deaths are reported, but ten persona 
are seriously hurt, and tho list of slightly 
injured is very largo. 

New York, Aug. 20. — Tho heaviest rain 
storm, accompanied by a high wind, known 
here since 1871, occurred last night. Im- 
menso damage was douo- to buildings, trees, 
etc. The storm was general all through 
Now York State. This city caught tho 
edge of last night's storm, but comparatively 
little damago was done in trho immediate 
vicinity. Tho damage to shipping cannot 
ho estimated until telegraphic communica- 
tion has been reatored. Both telegraph com- 
panies are badly crippled, tho high winds 
tearing down tho wires in a'll directions. 

Baltimore Aug. 20.— Not sinco tho 
great Hood of 1880 has such a storm been 
experienced in Baltimore as that of last 
night. Tho wind blew a furious galo all 
the afternoon, and in tho evening tho rain 
began falling in torrents and did not ceaso 
until mornintr. Roofs and chimnoys wero 
torn oil, much glass was smashed, telephone 
and telegraph wires were wrecked and elec- 
tric lights went out, leaving tho greater 
part of the city in daikness. On the bay 
mountainous seas piled and rolled high, 
spreading over walls and Hooding streets 
and udjacent buildings. This morning the 
streets resembled lugoons instead of busi- 
ness thoroughfares. The wharves were 
completely submerged and some portions 
destroyed. Several schooners were washed 
high and dry on the streets, and ware- 
houses along tho water front suffered 
damages aggregating many thousand dollars. 
The southeast gale prevented tho wuter 
from receding until noon to-day, to which 
time business waa practically at a standstill 
in Hooded districts. Incoming vessels re- 
port sovere experiences. Dispatches from 
Annapolis state that great damago was done 
around wharves and to shipping. In Klk- 
ton the river was beaten back by a terrific 
gale until the water flooded tho streets, 
great damage being douo thereby. In the 
Cumberland valley great damage wub done 
to property and growing crops. 

MlLFORD, Del. Aug. 29.— Tho storm 
ruined the remainder of the peach crop in 
this section to the extent of 16,000 baskets. 

AruusTA, Ga., Aug. 29.— A Chronicle 
special from Fort Royul, S.C., Fays one 
hundred lives were lost there at Beaufort 
and other places in that vicinity during the 
storm. Nearly all wero negroes. Twenty 
persons were drowned on Paris Island.

SMUGGLED OPIUM. 

Another Big Haul Made on the ■' Hontser 
rat" at San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Aug. 29.— Tho tramp 
steamer Moutaerrat is in trouble again 
Ever eiuco she returned from her blackbird 
ing cruise to tho Southern seas and went in- 
to tho coal trado between hero and Nuuai- 
mo, B.C., tho Government has suspeoted 
hor. On Decombor 10, 1892, she was 
searched and fifty tins of ODium wore 
found, lu April last, about forty-six tinB 
wero unearthed from among the coal cargo. 
On June 21, a most rigorous search wus 
made, und eighty-five tacl boxes wero 
found. The authorities at Washington 
were not satisfied, Information sent to tho 
Secretary of the Treasury convinced that 
official that thousands of pounds of tho 
stuff was sent from Nanaimo to San Fran- 
cisco on tho tramp. Special Agent Lewis 
wbb sent out and he devoted his whole timo 
to watching and searching the steamer. Ho 
returned to Washington, and yesterday the 
Montserrat got in from another trip. Early 
this morning a sailor named Herman Hod- 
man was arreatod while attempting to 
smugglo five tins aahore, and later In- 
spectors McGinnis and Ahern discovered 
fifty-one tins in tho engine room.

Washington, D.C., Aug. 29.— At tho re- 
quest of u majority of members of the Ways 
and Means committee, Chairman Wilson 
issued a call for u meeting of the committee 
to-morrow morning, ut which it is desired 
that the question of the tariff before tho 
committee be decided. 

In tho Senate, Mr. Voorchec3, chairman 
of the Financial committee, reported back 
to the House tho bill repealing pari of tho 
Sherman Act with an amendment in tho 
nature of a substitute. Ho naked that 
tho bill bo placed on tho calendar and 
gave notice thut he would usk the Senate to 
take it up and consider it, immediately 
after morning business, from this timo on, 
until final action ho taken. The substitute, 
ho said, was exactly tho samo bill hereto- 
fore reported from the Finance Committee. 
On objection by Senator Teller tho ques- 
tion went over till to morrow. A member 
of tho Finance Committee Baid substitute 
just reported was a majority report in 
which tho minority of tho committee did 
aot concur. A resolution offered yesterday 
by Mr. Stowart waa then laid before tho 
Senate. It directs tho Secretary of the 
Treasury to inform tho Senate whether 
thero is danger of a deficiency 
in tho revenues of tho Government 
during tho current year, and if so, what is 
tho probable amount of such deficiency, and 
whether legislation is necessary to supply 
such deficiency. Tho resolution gave rifle 
to a long discussion and was finally referred 
to tho Finance committee by a vote of 40 
to 15. 

Senator Dolph introduced a bill, which 
was referred to tho committee on foreign 
relations, appropriating §500,000 to enable 
tho Secrotary of tho Treasury to enforoe 
tho Chinese Exclusion Act, and Baid ho

from the Duke.

Conor/no, Aug. 29.— A grand banquet 
was given in tho Ducal palace yesterday 
afternoon. Emperor William occupied tho 
centra of tho table, with the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, the new ruler of Saxe-Coburg, on his 
Iett, and the Duchess Mario on his right. 
All the members of the Royal Family now 
here, with their suites, and tho Ministers of 
Stato were present. 



A Dangerous " Insect." 

Kiel, Aug. 28.— Tho English yacht 
Insect, lying ut this port, has been seized by 
tho German authorities. Her seizure is due 
to tho fact that two Frenchmen who wero 
living on board of her incurred suspicion by 
their actions and wero taken ■ into custody 
on a charge of espionage. A search wus 
made on board tho yacht and there were 
found photographs of tho defences of Cux- 
huven and of the North Sea canal batteries. 
It is supposed that tho yacht was chartered 
by the prisoners for tho purposo of securing 
knowledge of tho German defence by pre- 
tending that they wero yachtBmen.

— Tho cholera reports 
for yestorduy show one oase and two 
deaths in Rotterdam, nino now cases and 
no deaths in Loorduni, ono new caso and 
no deaths in Delft, five new casoB and no 
deaths in Naples, and ono cow caso and 
uo deaths in Cassine. Tho Buda-Pesth 
correspondent announces that a case of 
oholora has occurred in that city. In 
Smyrna there wero fifty-eight now cases 
and forty eight deaths reported from 
August 21 to August 27.

Halifax, N.S., Aug. 29.— At tho inquest 
held on tho bodies recovered from the 
wreck of tho steamer Dorcas and tho barge 
Ella Stewart, which foundered near Shut- In 
Island during tho great galo of tho 22nd 
inet. , tho coroner's jury recommended that 
tho Department of Marine place bell buoys 
at all dangerous places outside Shut-In 
Island, it being directly in the track of ves- 
sels and the scone of many wrecks,

Mr. Gladstone Asked If the Government Will 
Give the Idle Employment. 

London, Aug 28. — That the prevailing 
condition of ufl'aira in England ia no more 
favorable than tho unfortunate condition of 
affaira that has thrown bo many out of em- 
ployment in America during tho past few 
months is proved by tho following letter re- 
ceived to-day by Mr. Gladstone, endorsed 
by nearly a dozen of tho moat influential 
labor organizations in tho United Kingdom. 
The communication is as follows. "The un- 
dersigned is instructed by resolution to wi ito 
to you asking definitely whether the Gov- 
ernment is prepared to do anything for tho 
unemployed, the number of whom at the 
present moment is unprecedeutedly large. 
I am to add that unless the Government 
takes immediate steps in the matter the tenB 
of thousands of men and women who aro 
starving will be compelled to take matters 
into their own hands." Just what the Gov- 
ernment could or should do under the cir- 
cumstances ia not indicated, but the fact re- 
mains that thero aro moro workmen out of 
employment than ever beforo and less pros- 
pect of any Bpeedy relief from a revival of 
industry.

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EDWARD HOLMES IS HERE 

T ho Sturdy Pedestrian, After "Tramp- 
ing It" From Moutreal, Is Now 
Kestiiiff Himself iu Victoria. 



"Boojam" the Tourist's duly Com. 
liauiou— Incideuts of an Unusual 
Though Interesting- Trip. 



Edward Holmea, tho English pedestrian 
journalist who upon a wager has wulked 
from Montreal to the Pacific mu incident- 
ally established a new thousand-milo record, 
took up his headquarters ycBterday at the 
Dallas hotel in this city. Thero ho will 
remain for a few days before returning to 
Agassiz, where ho has decided to put in 
shape tho series of letters concerning his ro- 
markable trip which have been promised to 
tho magazines. Ho is a sturdy, muscular 
man, in tho full flush of vigorous young 
manhood, and ut tho cloao of his long wain 
is tho picture of health end "condition." 
His height is 5 feet 8J. inches and his weight 
100 pounds — no decreaso having been re- 
corded during his long walk, though the 
pedestrian'a girth hus diminished. Mr. 
Holmes boasts a chest measurement of 39J 
inches, hip !i2 inches, thigh 21 and calf 
He gets his "motive power" and endurance 
from long walks in many lands, sound lungs 
and extraordinarily stronghips, his calves and 
ankles being small, though knotted and 
hard. Ho walks because he likes it and ho- 
caiiBO he finds it does him good, and his 
only companion is his faithful little dog. 

" Yes, I am bound to the East by many 
ties," ho laughingly remarked to tho mem- 
ber of tho Colonist staff w ho tramped the 
last twenty-four miles of his journey with 
him, and had the honor of cutting the pace 
on tho home stretch. " And as thero are 
L'.liOO to the mile, I estimate tho uctual 
number of ties to be 7,500,000. One stop 
covers about a tio and a half, so I have 
taken somo 5,000,000 steps in my continuous 
journey. These things may not bo of in- 
terest to tho public, but in my case their 
contemplation often made tho weary tramp 
less tedious through tho monotonous prairio 
land. 

" I consider that I have broken tho 
world's rejord of 1,000 miles in 1,000 hours 
by covering 2,900 miles in 2,700 hours, 
though I believe if a man starts in good 
shapo the walk from Montreal to Vancou- 
ver can bo made in three monthB. I am 
not making a deal of money out of my trip 
— I am doing it more for the fun of tho 
thing — and I propose to walk through 
almost overy country in tho world. I 
wrote to several of tne American pipers 
asking them to take a series of letters from 
me, but all their replies were very amusing 
and all on the samo line — ' We would bo 
glad to tako your letters, but look upon 
your long walk as an advertising scheme for 
the C.P.R.' Of course they are entirely 
wrong; all the C.P.R. had to do with my 
tramp was this : 1 asked them for tho use 
of their track and they granted it in a 
courteous letter, enclosing instructions to 
all section men along the line to give me 
any aid in their power. 

"I prepared for my walk in Montreal, so- 
curing my outfit there. I wear English 
walking boots made by Dangerfield, Mon- 
treal, and by the time I reached Brandon 
the three-quarter inch double solo was worn 
through und I had to have them rebuilt. I 
experienced many hardships the first thou- 
sand miles. Tho heel does not get a eiiuaro 
'footing' on the ties, and my feet swelled 
badly. At liiecotaaia I strained a tendon 
and for ten days limped along under great 
pain. I was as Btubborn as the strained 
tendon, however, and on the tenth day the 
tendon gave in and assumed itB natural 
functions. 

"The difficulty in procuring water on tho 
prairie was another sore trial. When I did 
get it, it was so impure that it made me 
very ill, and I was forced to walk my 25 
miles a day bent almost double with cramps. 
Put the last thousand miles nature tri- 
umphed, and 40 miles a day was not oven 
wearying— every muscle wus in perfect play 
and the vital organs working with them in 
beautiful harmony. 

"My biggest wulks were from Field to 
Glacier, 87 miles in two days, and the prize 
tramp was from Medicino Hat to Calgary, 
180 miles in 4A days, the longest day's walk 
being 52 miles. 

"The scenery by the way is far more 
advantageously viewed from the ties than 
from aboard train, and often have I strayed 
from tho track und lost myself in a particu- 
larly interesting bit of landscape Often 
have my dog Boo jam and I fallen asleep un- 
der the spreading foliugo of some friendly 
tree, with the music of some mountain 
stream chunged to a fairy strain in our 
dreams — and always visions of repose, lux- 
urious reat, with periodical roundB of good 
living. 

"1 had several dangerous experiences 
while approaching the Eraser canyon. I fell 
asleep and walked on in that condition. I 
had covered over half a mile, my legs mov- 
ing mechanically, when I was awakened by 
the thunder of an approaching train. I was 
fifty yards from the canyon and a hundred 
yards ahead of mo was u track bicycle 
with a man Bitting on it, whom 1 afterwards 
found to bo an artist sketching in the 
mountains, He had no time to lose but 
seemed paralysed with fear, sitting with 
his head turned, looking at the approaching 
train. Tho whistle Bcreamed frantically, 
but ho didn't move; the brakes were plied; 
the engine slid and scraped, tho grinding of 
its massive wheels resounding from the 
mountain side. Tho train seemed to slide 
upon tho rails twice its own length, but so 
well did the brakes work that tho engineer 
wua able to stop directly in front of Mr. 
Artist and givo him a good tongue lashing 
for his stupidity. The amateur railroad 
cyclist, took his lecture like a child. 

" I myself had considerable trouble with 
tramps. Ono big fellow followed me for 
two days and intimated that ho was going 
to ' do ' mo became I resented hie insolence. 
I tried a hint that I had a revolver on him 
and travelled only in the day time, so he 
dropped my company. Another mot mo in 
a lonely past) and demanded all my ' baccy '. 
Forgetting my curly Sunday school teaohlng, 

I told him ' I'd seo him d d first ' and 

he thereupon rushed at me swinging his 
arms iu the most ridioulous fashion imagin- 
able Ho waa disposed of very easily— I 
learned to box at school. 

"The moat peculiar experience was meet- 
ing bo many old friends and collego chums 
all along the route. I boast of a alight pre- 
vious acquaintance with Henry Irving and 
it appeared atrango that I should smoko a 
cigar with tho great actor-manager at North 
Bend and dine with him on Mr. Lano's 
ranch at Agassi/.. 

"My trip has cost me a dollar a day. I 
have carried neither food, water nor weapons, 
and have slept indoors overy night. Natur- 
ally I have had Bomo amusing experiences. 
I stopped at Laggan, seventeen miles from 
Field, to aeo the ' lakes of the clouds ' and 
bathe with my dog in their clear waters. I 
met un Australian thero who was interested 



in my walk, and who said ho would liko to 
accompany me. 

" '1 walk to Field to-morrow, seventeen 
miles,' I auswered, ' como with mo and seo 
tho great watersheds — where tho Atlantic 
and tho Pacific divide their tribute.' 

" ' Yes, yes — I will go and see tho groat 
division of waters,' ho replied enthusiasti- 
cally, and the next morning we sturted to- 
gether. 

"When near Kicking Horse pass my 
friend was kicking worio than any horse, or 
mule oither for that mattor. 

'"My feet aro in' boastly shape,' ho 
grumbled. 

" ' Only aevon miles,' I replied, ' think of 
tho great watersheds.' 

"Another mile was covered. 

" ' I can't stand this,' exclaimed my 
friend, ' theso ties aro killing mo.' 

"'Think of tho watersheds,' I again 
answered. 

" ' D — n the watorshods,' said tho Aus- 
tralian profanoly, ' I'm going to hail this 
freight,' and ho did, tolling the conductor 
he was vory ill, and riding back to Laggan. 

"At Sudbury I was anxious to go through 
tho copper and nicklo mines, and applied to 
tho manager for a pormit. To my surprise 
ho acted very ' ugly.' 

"'Look hero.' ho said, 'you blooming 
English dude, with your fox terrier dog 
and your pantalettes, don't you come spy- 
ing around here. Go on about your busi- 
ness, und thoBooner you travel tho better.' 

'I left. Half a mile out of town 1 
met four laborers out of work. I Btrolled 
back to town with thorn, gave them a 
square meal and thought out my revougo. 
1 told them that the manager of tho miuo 
wus an intimate friend, and I would, if 
they desired, givo thorn a noto of introduc- 
tion. Tho poor fellows eludly thuukod me, 
and I sat down und wrote : 

Dear 8m,— 1 impose upon your good nature 
and former kindly attention to mo by intro- 
ducing lour friends. They aro out or work and 
want employment in your mines. Knowing 
well that you will grant any reasonable re 
quest of mine, I ask you to give them a 'job,' 
a. favor done them is a favor done me, 
Your friend, 
(3d) 'The English Dude.' 

(dog Boojam, and ' bloomers,') 

" I did not wait for tho result. 

" Boojam is not tho original dog I started 
out with. I traded tho first for this follow 
at Arnprior. I used to huvo to carry No. 1 
over the trestles Boojam has acquired the 
agility of a monkoy and trots over them as 
indifferently aa tho level road. He can scale 
an almost perpendicular cliff and his pro 
geny will no doubt bo able to climb trees if 
ho follows me around much longer. I pro< 
pose he shall tramp across the Hawaiian 
islands with mo this winter."

Additional Reasons for Judgment— Terms of 
the Order Hade In This Case. 



Hon. Mr. JuBtico Walkem has given 
the following reasons for judgment in this 
case, from which it will be seen that tho 
learned Judge ia conQrmod, rather than 
otherwiae, in tho concluaions at which ho 
arrived in the first instanco. 

His Lordship says : Immediately aftor 
giving the above reasons for judgment, Mr. 
Eberts, on behalf of tho corporation, called 
my attention to section 321 of tho Municipal 
act, which is to tb^e ellect that when the 
election of a councillor has boon "avoided" 
by the Court, "no by-law, contract or other 
proceeding entered into, passed or taken by 
the Council prior to such evidence ■ ■ . 
shall, if otherwise within the jurisdiction 
".nd powerR of such Council, be invalidated 
or in any manner attacked by reason only of 
such avoidance." 

Now, I have not "avoided" any olection, 
or "invalidated," which means, in a legal 
sense, quashed, any by-law or resolution of 
the corporation, or any past contract en- 
tered into thereunder, for instance, Adama' 
Cook Btreot contract; but what I have done 
is to anticipate thefuturoby prohibiting tho 
execution of tho proposed contract with 
McDonald k Company. That contract has 
not, in the statutory sense, yet been entered 
into. Iiy Bection 82 : "Each Municipal 
Council shall have a corporate seal, and tho 
Council Bhull enter into all contracts under 
tho eamn seal, which shall be fixed on all 
contracts by virtue of an order of tho Coun- 
cil." According to tho proper construction 
of this section, the negotiations with Mc- 
Donald & Co. do not constitute a contract, 
for until the corporate seal be attached, and 
that by special order of the Council, a con- 
tract does not exist. 

It was alto stated that ihe Council was 
at first, that is to say on the 9th of Auguat, 
unanimously in favor of giving tho Spring 
Ridge contract to McDonald & Co., and ao 
resolved, and that the division vote which 
is complained of, occurred on a resolution 
which was moved on tho 14th August, in 
view of the City Engineer's report which 
had been meanwhile considered, to rescind 
what had been done. On referenco to the 
evidence, such appears to bo the fuct. 

So fur from thia explanation changing my 
views, ii lends to strengthen them, for it 
Bhowa that the propriety uf the step first 
taken by tho Council was questioned in the 
most pointed and emphatic manner, and u 
determination not to retrace it deliberately 
arrived ut. 

The case, therefore, ugainst all tho de- 
fendants uppoara to bo stronger than I 
stated it. I huve not quashed uither of the 
resolutions referred to; I .would huve no 
power to do so But, if u resolution bo il- 
logal or improper, proceedings under it 
may bo prohibited. Such is tho cuse with 
respect to the by-laws, which, though il- 
legal, have not been quashed by direct 
proceedings. 

Aguin, in restraining tho corporation from 
executing or "entering into" tho proposed 
contract, and thereby doing wrong, I am 
not interfering with its rights and priv- 
ileges, for to do wrong is not tho right 
or privilege of uny man or body of men. 

Geo. A. Walkem, J. 
Tho terms of tho order, made in pur- 
suance of the judgment, are us follows: 

L. That the defendants, tho Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, their officers and 
agents, be, and they are hereby restrained, 
until the hearing of this action, or until the 
further order of this Court, from executing 
or in any manner proceeding further with 
the contract for tho Spring Ridge surface 
drainage works in tho City of Victoria, 
which by certain resolutions of tho Council 
of the Baid Corporation, passed on tho 9th 
and 11th days of August, lS'J.'i, waa awarded 
to the firm of H. H. Macdonald .t Company: 
2. And this Court doth further order that 
the application of tho plaintiff* for an order 
restraining tho defendant Baker from act- 
ing, sitting or voting aa an Alderman of tho 
City of Victoria, be und the same is hereby 
refused: 

.'(. And this Court doth further order that 
all questions relating to costs of thia motion 
and the proceedings incidental thereto bo 
reserved, to bo dispoaed of by the judge ut 
the triul of thia action, in case tho said 
action shall come on for trial, but if this 
action shall not lie proceeded with, or if for 
any reason tho triul shall not tako place, 
then this Court doth order thut tho said 
question of coats shall be disposed of by a 
judge of this Court upon motion for that 
purpose to bo made by any of the parties 
hereto. 

With liberty to all parties to ap-My to 
this Court us they may bo advised.

NOT A COMMERCIAL ROUTE. 

Tho liiahop of MooBoneo is not u believer 
in the Hudson Dny Hallway. H« has lived 
a long timo near tho shores of Hudson's Hay 
and ho knows that for by far tho greater 
part of the year it is not navigable, He 
says that the straits at tho entrance of tho 
Bay "can bo depended upon for only three 
months of tho year, from tho middle of 
Juno to tho middle of September." Who- 
ever has read at all carefully tho account 
of tho two exploring expeditions made to 
ascertain the navigability of Hudson's Bay 
and Straits must, if he is net blinded by 
prejudice nr self-interest, huvo boon con- 
vinced that Hudson's Bay cwi never 
bo depended upon us ft commercial 
route for Manitoba and tho Northwest, 
no matter what kind of vcsboIs are used. 
Tho bay is hardly ovor clear of ice, und 
there is no cortuinty when tho Straits are 
navigable. Merchants could not calculate 
upon the length of a voyage to Hudson's 
Bay, nnd we do not think that thero is an 
insurance company in existence which would 
take risks on grain vessels sailing in the 
fall of tho year from Hudson's Bay to 
Europe. Besides, as Bishop Newnham 
points out, tho crop of tho Northwest 
could not be moved by this route on tho 
year iu which it was liarveate:!. Tho grain 
would have to bo nearly a year old before it 
could bo shipped. The idea of muking 
Hudson's Bay an outlet for tho Northwest 
could only be seriously entertained by per- 
sons who were ignorant of tho conditions 
under which that sea can bo navigated. 



prevent the growth of dangerous claBses 
which will be a perpetual menace 
to society are questions well worthy the 
consideration of tho philanthropists and the 
statesmen of tho New aa well as tho Old 
World. Iu America where there aro largo 
areas of uncultivated and unoccupied land 
tho solution of this problem should not bo 
so difficult as iu older countries where popu- 
lation is denso and where all or noarly all 
tho land is occupied and under cultivation. 

Tho oompluiut of want of work is not 
nearly so general in Canada as In tho UuiLed 
States. Tho reason of this is, perhaps, that 
the financial stringency is not nearly so 
general in tho Dominion as it is on the other 
side of the national boundary lino. It may 
bo alao that tho proportion betwoen tho 
rural and tho urban population is hotter 
calculated to produco a moro general diffu- 
sion of comfort and a greater constancy of 
employment in Canada than it is in tho 
United States. Tho tondonoy to crowd into 
cities H not calculated either to mako good 
government easy or to improve tho condi- 
tion of tho great body of tho people.

A CORRECTION. 

Tha position of tho city of Victoria in ro- 
tation to the Dominion Government with 
respect to the expenses incurred iu supprea- 
»ing the outbreak of smallpox in 1S92 was 
not properly described in our account of the 
proceedings of the City Couucil on Tuesday 
evening. This city did not apply to tho 
Dominion Government for aid to defray those 
eipensos. What it it did was to request to 
be reimbursed for the expense it was put to 
to stamp out tho smallpox, which, through 
tho defectiveness of tho Dominion quarnn 
tine regulations, was allowed to get a foot 
bold in the city. It was the duty of tho 
Dominion authorities to take every reason- 
able precaution to prevent tho smallpox bo- 
iug brought into tho Province. This, in 
lhe opinion of the Corporation of Victoria, 
they did not do, and the Mayor and City 
Councillors considered that they had a good 
claim to be reimbursed for expenses cuused, 
aa they believed, by tho failure of the Do- 
minion authorities to do their duty under 
the constitution. This was a very different 
thing indeed from applying to the Dominion 
Government for aid. 



A GOOD CAUSE. 

Every one will admit, whether he is 
teligiously inclined or not, that the Young 
Men's Christian Association is a good insti- 
tution. It has dona good in the past ; it is 
doing good now ; and it will no doubt do 
good in tho future. Its influence has been 
beneficial in almost every city and town in 
Groat Britain and America. This is tho 
nnivorsal testimony, not by the religious 
»lono, but by all who have tho welfare of 
She young men in cities at heart. Its in- 
fluence is quiet but it is unceasing. It ele- 
vates, it restrains, and it affords a Bhiold 
and a shelter to many who are exposed to 
temptations which, without it, they would 
bo illuble to resist. 

The Association in this city has been 
doing good work. It has a reuding room 
which is open to all and it affords opportu- 
nities of instruction, amusement und physi- 
cal training to many who would, had it not 
bocn established, have to live Uvea of unmiti- 
gated dulness and loneliness. It has been 
in a sense a home to many who aro homeless. 

To keep up tho Association, money was 
required, and subscriptions and donations 
have not como in as regularly und in as 
great profusion as was required. The 
"Board of Directors have during the last five 
jears or so been obliged to contract debts. 
Every year added to the indebtedness of the 
institution, until at last it has grown to a 
considerable amount — some three thousand 
.dollars. This dobt is found to hamper the 
Directors, and it will, if it is not paid, be a 
great drawbiok to tho usefulness of the 
institution. Seeing this the Directors, a 
fow months ago, dotermiued to mako an 
effort to clear tho Association of debt. They 
have appealed to the public and have 
solicited subscriptions for tho liquidation of 
the debt, on tho condition thut tho whole 
amount — threo thousand dollars— he raised 
before tho 1st of September. They 
have met with a fair amount of suc- 
cess. Tho subscriptions amount now to 
about $2,300. This leaveB a balance of 
eoven hundred dollars to bo collected to-day 
and to-morrow. Wo are quite sure that 
when tho buaincas men of Victoria, young 
■3 well as old, know exactly how the matter 
jtands, thoy will not permit tho pruiso- 
worthy efforts of the Directors to clear the 
Association of debt to b j made in vain. If 
each gives what ho can afford, or oven makes 
a little 8acrilico to increase tho usnful- 
nosa of what is admittod every where 
to bo a good institution, tho money 
would soon ho raised and no ono would, 
aftor a vory short timo, fool any the poorer. 
■\Vc do trust, both for tho sake of the 



BEAUTY AND UTILITY. 

,\'Ir. Gladstone found time, or made timo, 
two or threo weekB ago to address a largo 
audience in tho Agricultural Hall, Isling- 
ton, and to distribute the prizes gained at 
the National Workmen's Exhibition. The 
subject of tho address wus us far removed 
from politics as any subject could well be. 
He spoke chiefly about the union of beauty 
and utility in industrial productions. 

Mr. Gladstone evidently believes that 
thero is no necessary connection between 
ugliness and usefuluesB. Ho is among those 
who "deBiro to elevate induatry into tho re- 
gions of art by uniting together beauty 
and convenience. Thero are many 
indeed who- believe that in the c 
of industrial production it is 
loss of time and pains to think about giving 
them a character of beauty. It is a lie 
which we ought, if wo can, to tear up' by 
the roots." 

Mr. Gladstone thinks, however, that it is 
quite possible to have too much of a good 
thing. The following paBsage is well 
worthy the attention of many architects and 
many who aro not architects, but who, 
nevertheless, believe that they aro endowed 
by nature with u talent for building hand- 
Bome houses : 

"Thero is ono circumstinee in architec 
turc," he said in the course of his remarks, 
"which terrifies me.and that is tho tendency 
which appears to prevail in modern do- 
mestic architecture. I am speaking of ex- 
teriors, and I refer to their redundant orna- 
mentation. There are a great number of 
now buildings in Loudon, with regard to 
which, if you look at them, you will find 
that tho architect had either a horror 
or a dread of leaving bare a single squaro 
foot of wall, as if thero was something in- 
decent in leaving level a square foot of wall. 
(Laughter.) Why do you not raise a voice 
against this excess of ornamentation? Ex- 
cess »f ornamentation is of all things tho 
most hostile to a duo appreciation of pro- 
portion, because it is in proportion 
to tho perception of breadth and 
beauty and line, and iD the adjustment 
of lines to ono another, that the essenco of 
art lies, and in that you will find tho hope 
of attaining high excellence in great works. 
I will go one step further ; I will mention 
to you tho caso of tho exterior of Soliabury 
cathedral. The man who wants to know 
what is beauty in stone, beauty not pro- 
duced by ornamentation, should visit Salis- 
bury cathedral, for there lie will sen less 
ornamentation of the exterior of the build- 
ing than in any cathedral, and I believo in 
a great many domestic houses in London ; 
but if you wunt to seo what can bo done by 
simple beauty of outline, which is the foun- 
dation of all beauty, take a look at the ex 
terior of Salisbury cathedral. It is a model 
for all ages and lor all countries. 

Thore are people who seem to believe that 
thero can bo no such thing as beauty un- 
adorned, and they go on piling on ornaments 
until thoy produce not beauty but defor 
mity. 

THE UNEMPLOYED. 

In .cry considerable city of the Unitod 
States, from Sun Erancieco to New York, 
and from Bangor to Now Orh ans, large 
numbers of persona are out of employment 
Many of the unemployed consider that it is 
tho business of the State or the Municipality 
to find work for them. The cry, " Work or 
Broad," is heard in tho streets, and it is ex 
ccedingly difficult in many places to boo 
what is to bo dono with tho thousands for 
whom there is no work. lOvon in tho West 
hitherto considered tho poor man's country, 
tho authorities uro at thuir wit's end to find 
work or broad for tho unfortunates who 
hnve nothing to do and nothing to oat. 
Tho St. I' ml IMoneor-l'rcsa dovotoa tho 
greater part of Its editors! npaco in its issuo 
of tho 2.'lnl to the discussion of tho unpleas- 
ant problem. Matters appear to bo no hot' 
tor in San Eranoisoo, und workingmen find 
tho times vory hard in tho cities of the 
Sound. 

It iB evident that tho duy is not far off 
when the United States will have to con- 
sider tho problem which tho nations of tho 
Old World huvo for a long time been at- 
tempting in vain to solve. How to find 
work for tho whole population and how to

There will be a great crowd accompany 
the lacrosse boys to Vancouver on Saturday, 
partly because the match promises to be an 
especially good ono and partly because of 
the unusually low rate secured. A return 
ticket for $1.50, admitting to the match, is 
certainly cheap enough to guaranteo an im- 
mense crowd. 

A QUIET family party gathered at the 
residence of Mr. L. Goodacre, 72 Pandora 
street, last night to witness tho wedding of 
Miss Lillie Stallbrd and Mr. Fred S. Pope. 
Aid. H. Munu very ably supported tho 
groom and Miss Violet Goodacro acted as 
brideemaid. Rev. S. Cleaver, B.A., per- 
formed the ceremony. 

Nominations for aldermen for tho North 
and South Wards take placa to-day at 12 
o'clock noon, at the City Hall and ,'i7 Gov- 
ernment street respectively. Candidates 
should bear in mind the section of the 
municipal act referring to the formal noti- 
fication of the returning officer of tho 
(justification of candidates. It is thought 
that ex-Alderman Henderson will bo elected 
in the South Ward by acclamation. 

The Board ol Aldermen met last evening 
at 1 minute past 8 o'clock and 'Jh minutes 
later adjourned, having in the meantime 
passed a resolution formally annulling the 
contract between the city and the Victoria 
Transfer Company. This is the quickest 
work on record and the fact that so much 
business should have been transacted in so 
short a time will probably go down to his- 
tory as one of tho most marvellous perfor- 
mances of the Municipal Council of 1891!. 
Those present last evening were His Wor- 
ship the Mayor, Aid. Munn, McKillican, 
Bragg and Styles. The effect of tho passing 
of the motion referred to will bo to enable 
ex-Alderman Henderson to be a candidate 
for re-election. 

News comes from Tumbo Island that there 
has been another boiler explosion thero, and 
work on the shaft is consequently suspended 
for tho time being. This time, fortunately, 
the accident was not attended with any 
serious consequences such as last winter, 
when two men lost their lives. If the re- 
ports received be truo, however, it looks 
like a case where a close investigation is 
called tor. It is alleged that after last 
winter's explosion the old boiler was patched 
up and made to do service again until the 
second explosion, and tho statement is made 
that a new boiler has now been ordered, the 
old one being dispensed with altogether. 
Boiler Inspector Thomson is at present away 
in Vancouver on business, hut when he re- 
turns the facts of tho case will bo laid before 
him and he will be asked to hold an inquiry. 

Mb, Justice Walkem and Mr. Justice 
Drake sat yesterday as a Divisional court to 
hear an appeal from an order of Mr. JuBtico 
Crease in the case of Fletcher and Farwell 
v. McGillivray. In this action an injunction 
was obtained by the plaintiffs to restrain tho 
defendants from conveying to purchasers 
any property in what is known as tho town- 
site of New Denver, Kootenay district. The 
injunction was to continue until Aug. 8. 
Messrs. Drake, Jackson & Hclmcken, who 
are acting for the plaintiffs, served a notice 
on Messrs. McPhillips, Wootton anil Barn- 
ard, solicitors for the defendant, that they 
would move on the 10th to have tho injunc- 
tion contnued. Instead, however, an ex 
parte motion was made on tho 8th and tho 
order made by Mr. Justice Crease was that 
tho injunction should bo continued until tho 
trial. Mr. A. E. McPhillips subsequently 
moved before Mr. Justico Crease to set the 
order asido but his application was refused 
and the appeal was therefore taken on 
technical grounds to the Divisional court. 
Af'er hearing the argument of Mr. Mc hil- 
iips for tho appellant and Mr. H. D. Hclm- 
cken for the respondent, judgment was re- 
served. 

The funeral obsequies of the late Rev. 
M. C. Browno yesterday afternoon were 
very impressive, and were largely attended. 
Tho Lord Bishop officiated, assisted by 
Rev. Canons Bcanlands and Paddon, Ven- 
erable Archdeacon Scriven, and Reverends 
Arden, Lipscombo and Howetson. His 
Lordship has been a constant visitor at tho 
bedside of the deceased rovorend gentle- 
man, and in him the bereaved family had 
probably their strongest sympathiser at the 
graveside yesterday. The Masonio order, 
of which Mr. Browno was a member, also 
made a very impressive effect in their re 
galia. Shortly after threo o'clock, tho Ma- 
sons formed at the house, from which the 
casket, laden with floral tributes, was 
borne to the church. It was placed in tho 
chancel, now adorned with the sombre 
mourning trimmings, tho pulpit, from 
where the deceased had preached many an 
interesting and impressivo sermon, was 
also draped for tho dead. Tho church was 
thronged to tho door, and tho crowd ex- 
tended far outside. His Lordship read the 
service, and Von. Archdoacon Scriven the 
lesson, the choir rendering tho hyrrna ap- 
propriate to the occasion.

PEARY'S ARCTIC TRAVELS- 

Will Likely End In Complete Failure From 
His Own Extraordinary Actions. 

St. John, Nfld., Aug. 29. — Further dis- 
couraging news concerning tho Peary ex- 
pedition comes from Labrador by tho mail 
steamer arriving hero last night. Accord- 
ing to tho last report, Poary was at Davis 
Inlet on August 2, and on tho 5th had 
reached Nain. There ho tried again to 
purchaso dogs but failed. He offered tho 
Esquimaux forty cents each for tho dogs, 
but as they are worth four or five dollars 
each, the Esquimaux would not sell. So 
Peary left for Okkak, tho next Moravian 
settlement. Ho would not pay greater 
prices there either, so he could not 
get dogs. Then ho announced his 
intention of going to Hebron, Ramaba 
and other settlements further north, 
making every effort to secure dogs at those 
places, and if unsuccessful, would depend 
upon gotting dogs at Dico, Greenland, as 
a last resort. Dogs aro now doubly neces- 
sary to Peary as tho burros all perished be- 
fore Nain was reached, and consequently it 
is impossible for tho expedition to accom- 
plish anything without, a far greater num- 
ber of dogs than at first was considered 
necessary. It is believed hero that Peary's 
actions aro Buicidal, and that if ho was 
deterpiinod to wreck tho wholo expedition 
he could not adopt better means. Tho 
steamer has been delayed a month behind 
her regular time, rendering it problem- 
aticil if she reaches her destination at all, 
and it is almost certain that she will bo 
frozen up before tho cargo of supplies aro 
unloaded. The prospects aro very black in- 
deed.

WHO IS THE FORGERS 

Hearing of the Case Against A. M. Leitch 
Opened Before Magistrate Macrae 
In the City Court. 

Tho preliminary hearing of the case of A. 
M. Leitch, charged with uttering a forged 
check for 51 (i SO, purporting to bo signed by 
SiltiuU L-dser, was taken up in the Police 
court yesterday before Magistrate Macrae, 
tho Superintendent of Polioo prosecuting, 
and Mr. E. B Wootnn (McPhillips, Woot- 
ton & Barnard); appearing for tho defence. 
Trie chain of. evidence by which it is in- 
tended to fasten tho crime to Leitch is com- 
posed of but four links. Sergeant Hawton 
deposes to the facts of tho arrest ; Albert 
Hall, bartender at the Wilson, testifies that 
ho received tho cheek in question from 
Leitch und cashed it to oblige him ; Philip 
Hall tells how he took the check to the 
Bank of British Columbia, on which it was 
drawn, and was informed that Mr. Leiser 
carries no account there ; und Mr. Leiser 
swears that tho check is a forgery. 

Under the new law of Canada, tho evi- 
dence for the Crown being all in, the de- 
fendant was allowed to make his statement 
and call witnesses in his behalf. Hiu ex- 
planation, given briefly, seeks to throw the 
authorship of the forgery upon a friend 
named McLeod. Some lime ago, bo states, 
ho endorsed a note foi $()."> for this McLeod, 
tho note at maturity being dishonored. The 
holders, Kirscbberg & Laudsherg, thereupon 
instituted proceedings ogainst him as 
endorser, McLeod not being in the city, 
and secured judgment which at tho present 
tiiiiO ho (Loitcb) is discharging in instal- 
ments of $') per month. McLeod went to 
Omaha, Neb., from which city he returned 
on a visit about a fortnight ago. Knowing 
that he was in town, defendant saw him und 
informed him of tho proceedings taken by 
Kirschnerg & Landsbere with their result. 
McLeod said he had no money, but claimed 
to havo §10 T>0 duo him from Simon Leiser, 
which ho aaid ho would collect and pay ovor

An American View of the Findings in 
the Bearing Sea 
Case. 



The Result Is a Fresli Triumph for 
the Method of Arbi- 
tration. 

Now York Evening Post. 
Since tho Texas justice of the poaco, bo- 
wilderod by tho eloquence of rival lawyers, 
decided in favor of both plaintiff and de- 
fondant, no court decision has boon recoivod 
by all partiea with such jubilation as the 
fiudiufcs of the Paris board of arbitration. 
England is satisfied, tho counBel on both 
sides havo won a great victory, tho arbi- 
trators ombraco each other with the utmost 
complacency, and tho United States assert 
that they havo seourod moro than thoy 
asked. Thero is, to bo sure, a littlo hollow- 
ness about tho rejoicing in this country. 
Mr. Blaino being dead, with his unequalled 
power of "claiming," and making his par- 
tisans claim, everything, there is not ex- 
actly that vigor in the Tribune and else- 
where which wo had hoped to boo displayed 
in maintaining that a decision by which 
every ono of our legil contentions had 
been smashed to omitliereeus, v/as really 
a magnificent victory for us. This may 
como later, but at present tho his- 
tory of the negotiations for tho past 
three years is too recent to admit of it. 

For it is clear to any ono who will read 
tho official correspondence that tho Paris 
arbitrators have simply put us back where 
we were in lS'JO, and havo given^us, after 
threo yearB of tremendous Bhedding of ink 
and discharge of argument and a costly 
arbitration, only what we might have had 
then for tho asking. From the very bo- 
ginning, tho British Government lahowed it- 
self willing to come to an amicablo agree- 
ment about a close season. Mr. Bayard 
was in a fair way to securo from Lord Salis- 
bury in 1888 all that was needed, with the 
additional advantago of having Russia a 
party to the agreement, when tho presiden- 
tial election and tho request of Canada for 
delay broke off the negotiations. But the 
willingness of ( Ireat Britain to come to a 
friendly understanding remained unchanged, 
and on April 30, 1891), Sir Julian Paunce- 
foto offered to Mr. Blaino what were sub- 
stantially tho same terms that tho arbitra- 
tors now impose — or what, under tho fur- 
ther negotiation that was invited, might 
easily have been mado tho same. 

Expressing for tho twentieth time tho 
earnest desire of his Government for a 
friendly settlement of the dispute, and for 
"tho preservation of tho fur seal species for 
the benefit of mankind, "Sir Julian proposed 
(1) "that pelagic sealing should bo pro- 
hibited in the Behring Sea, tho Sea of 
Okhotsk, and tho adjoining waters, during 
the months of May and June, and during 
tho months of October, November and Do- 
cember, which may be termed the 'migra- 
tion periods' of the fur seal ;" and (2) "that 
all sealing vessels should be prohibited from 
approaching tho breeding islands within a 
radius of ten milea." The use of firearms 
and other matters were to be settled in view 
of tho further evidence to be brought];to 
light by special inquiries. Thus tho United 
States were freely offered substantially all 
that they have now secured. But Mr. 
Blaine replied that the proposals "cannot 
1)3 accepted," and that the United States 
could not be expected to bo content with 
anything less than an acknowledgement 
that their "rights within the Behring Sea 
and on tho islands then of " are "absolute." 

Later on he proceeded to develop his 
conception of what those "rightb" were and 
were founded on, and on December 17, 1S90, 
stated, as the real "issues" between the 
two governments, precisely those five points 
all of which have now been declared to bo 
untenable, on thrco of them ono of tho 
American arbitrators, Justice Harlan, being 
unablo to sustain tho position of his own 
Government. Mr. Blaino was especially 
emphatic on our property rights in the 
seals, in a letter of April 1-1, 1891, dwelling 
upon tho "homing instinct" of tho seals and 
all the rest of it in the way carried to such 
ridiculous lengths by the arguments at 
Paris. Thus it appears that all these points, 
which he said mado up the only "issue," 
and which he put into the American caso, 
have been thrown out of court. Mr. Blaine's 
history has been declared, ono of his own 
arbitrators concurring, to bs fiction, his 
geography pure fancy, and his international 
law a more whim; and tho rcBult of tho 
long and expensive arbitration is to give 
us what he contemptuously refused in 1890. 

Tho part which Mr. E. J. Phelps has 
played in tho wholo affair is not one that ho 
or his countrymen can look upon with com- 
placency. Ia a letter to Mr. Iiayard, of 
Soptember 12, 1888, ho practically advised 
our Government to go to war with Great 
Britain, international law or no international 
law. Nothing elso could havo been intended 
by or could have followed from his advice 
to make a " resolute stand, " and his "earn- 
estly recommending that tho vessels that 
have been already seized be firmly held, and 
that measures be taken to cipturo and hold 
every ono hercufter found concerned in it 
[sealing]." This was an extraordinary letter 
to have como from the American minister to 
England, and Mr. Bayard simply filed it 
nway as a curiosity. But when Mr. Blaine 
came in he seemed to have found it, to havo 
approved of it and to havo acted 
upon it. Certainly he published it 
in 1891 with approval, and certainly 
ho seemed prepared to provoko u 
war in 1890 in tho lino of its recQfluftenda- 
t|?DSi It Was only tho flat notice, aerved 
Upon Harrison by Lord Salisbury, that tho 
United States Government would bo held 
responsible for seizing British vessels upon 
the high seas, that led to tho temporary 
modus vivendi and tho subsequent arbitra- 
tion. Mr. Phelps, however, disapproved of 
such a weak policy, and his voico was still 
for war no longer ago than in bis argument 
at Paris, when ho said that, bad ho been 
President, he never would have submitted 
tho question to arbitration at all. 

Fortunately, all that extreme form of 
madness wo have now escaped, along with 
all tho vexation which has sprung out of tho 
seal fisheries for tho lust seven years. Tho 
result is a fresh triumph for the method of 
arbitration, which, in this instance, gains 
additional significance and luBtro from tho 
fact that one of the American arbitrators 
was high-minded and judicial-minded 
enough to voto against a portion of the con- 
tentions of his own country.

VICTORIA'S WATER SUPPLY. 
Klk Luke. 

1. A couple of years ago in a parliamen- 
tary contest between tho City and the 
Esquimalt Water Works company, the city, 
among othor things, showed that Coldstream 
was a necessity to tho City of Victoria, be- 
cause Elk Lake, when tho population of the 
city increased, would not bo ablo to supply 
tho citizens with water. It was ahown 
that the rainfall thero was insufficient and 
could not be increased : that given, even at 
the timo, a dry winter tho lako would afford 
a very scanty supply, in fact, tho acquisi- 
tion of Goldatream was a necessity and of 
vital importance to tho welfare of the city. 
How this waa settled lot any ono consult 
tho records. 

2. Elk Lake water doea not possess a high 
character for purity oven now. In timo 
much of the land around tho lake will be 
occupied by farmers, or residents following 
some other occupation. It will then be 
Been at once that the drainago from these 
farms and other business firms will render 
the water more impure, and if typhoid 
fever or other infectious disease, such as 
cholora, should break out amongst mun or 
animals there, the water might be contam- 
inated, and thus epidemics of typhoid or 
other disease be brought to the citizens, for 
it has been scientifically proven that such 
diseases can and indeed very frequently are 
carried by and in water. 

3. The bed of Elk Like was not cleared of 
stumps, rotten wood and debris— Beaver 
Lake, its continuation, ia a virgin mud bed. 
It is said, too, that during some weeks in 
summer time tho lako itself becomes smoth- 
ered with a vegetablo growth. The filter 
bods are next to useless ; in fact, as far as 
use is concerned, may bo said to be non-ex- 
istent. Anyhow, filter beds will not pre- 
vent germs of disease passing through, 
although they may the leeches and croco- 
diles. The only hope in this reBpect is that 
the bacteria of disease may find some more 
injurious bacteria to make war and exter- 
minate them. 

4. It is Baid that Elk Ljko and Beaver 
Lake can bo dredged and the atumps and 
rotten mould removed. This may perhaps 
be- bo, but look at tho cxpenso of the under- 
taking, ita doubtful success and danger to 
the public whilst tho dredging is in pro- 
grots. Moreover, this will not increase the 
water supply, and will not prevent impuri- 
ties running in from tho settlers and manu- 
factories along the borders. Year after 
year money has been squandered; wnBted on 
tho waterworks, with but little, if any, 
benefit to the citi/.etiB who had to supply the 
money — water does not run up hill. 

5. The Chief of tho Firo Department is 
said to have reported that the " pressuro of 
the water is very low, and were a serious 
firo to occur tho water Bupply would be 
scant indeed, and even this scanty supply 
would havo to bo forced up on the burning 
building by means of fire onginca and so 
forth. Moreover, the highest levels of the 
city aro abovo tho source of supply, and so 
c-mnot bo naturally supplied— an additional 
source of exponse and of couslaut grumbl- 
ing. Even now people aro warned not to 
use water for irrigation excepting at certain 
hours, thus showing a deficiency ; and, 
moreover, there is none to spnro for any 
nascent industries, none for flushing the 
sewer or "surface drain sowers." 

(i. There may bo some loss or waste of 
water at Elk Lake arising from defective 
dams, but possibly it does not amount to 
much, and would, if saved by making or 
repairing tho dam or dams, do probably 
very little towards supplying tho city more 
abundantly, or rather less niggardly. 



The remarks above made are merely a few 
data for public information and possible 
consideration. They aro not intended to 
advocato tho purchaso of tho Esquimalt 
water works, or a partnership with the 
company, or a contract to supply the city 
witli water, but us tho Corporation has de- 
clared before a former legialusivo ussembly, 
that Coldstream is a necessity for the wel- 
fare of Victoria, it will bo wiso to consider 
the means of obtaining it. As to lawmiits — 
avoid them — they aro oxpensive — intermit* 
able and seldom satisfactory. Tho costs of 
suits can be better expended. As to the profit 
and loss, financial part, und tho teruiH suit 
able, these must bo left to a future occasion 
or to thone acquainted with tho conditions 
surrounding the question. Ono thing, how 
over, seema certain, viz. that tho system of 
pipes remaining ua it is, tho Goldstein main 
being simply attached thereto, will continue 
an asset. -X .

VICTORIA'S WATER SUPPLY. 
Coldstream. 

1. It is admitted that when the popula 
ation increases thero will bo an insufficiency 
of water at Elk Lake, and that an addit 
ional supply will have to bo had from some- 
where. Coldstream acema to bo the only 
place, Prospect Lako beirg out of thoques 
tion. Tho rainfall in tho hills about ( iold- 
atream is treble that of Elk Lako district, 
aud moreover, tho stream is supplied by a 
much larger extent of country, this con- 
sisting chiefly of mountains mostly of a 
rocky character. Tho constructed resor- 
voir at GoldBtream is capablo at any and all 
times of supplying a larger number than 
one hundred thousand peoplo. 

'2. Goldstream Lako has a very high char- 
acter for purity. The whole of tho land 
surrounding it and tho stream ia the pro- 
perty of tho Esquimalt Water Co. For tho 
most part it is unfit for settlement, and 
being in tho hands of tho company, no 
settlement of any kind need bo allowed aud 
all cattle can be fenced out. Goldatream 
water then ia pure, and unlike Elk Lako, 
there is no danger of its being contam- 
inated with diaeaso-bearing germa, carrying 
fevers, death, and so forth, to tho citizeus 
of Victoria. 

:i. Goldatream bed haa been thoroughly 
cleunBed of all stumps and decayed wood — 
tho water is pure all tho year round — no 
filters required, uud if required at any time 
can be very easily mado along the stream 
leading from tho reservoir. 

4. All this expense will bo avoided by 
using Goldstream water. 

When tho Esquimalt Company extend 
their pipes from Goldstream Lako it will 
make a vast difference in expense if a larger 
or smaller main be used. If the main be 
large with tho intention of Bupplying Vic- 
toria tho outlay will be greater than if to 
supply Esquimalt alone and a few millions 
for Victoria. II tho smaller main bo used, 
in this case, when Victoria finds she must 
have Goldstream water, Bho and tho com- 
pany will bo put to vast expense to replace 
tho smaller by tho la'ger pipe. It wil 
thereforo bo economical and essential to 
financial arrangement that tho Corporation 
of the City consider the question now. 

5. Goldatream Lake being moro than a 
thousand feet above tho city of Victoria 
and tho wator abundant, could bo supplied 
to tho highest points round about Victoria 
— indeed tho pressuro would send a stream 
of water over tho highest buildings in the 
city, aud thua almost render unnecessary 
somo of the paraphernalia of tho firo de- 
partment, und so leasen expenao, at tho 
same timo giving greater security from fire 
spreading ; plenty of water for irrigating 
and for flushing tho sewers, and for sup- 
plying houses on the highest pinnacles in 
and about tho city without expensive pump- 
ing. Let it bo hero remarked that water- 
power has come to bo ot very great value, 
being used in place of steam, and so might 
become of the utmost value for manufac- 
turing and for obtaining electrical force. 

0. Consider for a moment the value and 
importance of a waterfall of u thousand feet, 
and which can bo easily graduated for every 
requirement.

KASLO HAPPENINGS. 



Drowning Accident— Wholesale For- 
Jrevy-Illefful Scales-Ship- 
ping Ore. 



To Bn'Ufl a New Church— Plan for 
Water Works— Ore Specimens 
for Exhibitions. 



Kasi.o, Aug. -24.— The number of drown- 
ing accidents happening in this district thia 
year has been surprising, but still the list 
continues to grow, the latest fatality occur- 
ing late lust Friday evening. Several small 
children wero playing together near the 
Apftputli hank of Kaslo creek, when one of the 
number, the three-year-old sou of Dick 
Hughes, at present confined iu tho New 
Westminster asylum, suddenly disappeared. 
An alarm was sounded and a search insti- 
tuted, being continued throughout the fol- 
lowing day, but with no result. Tho chil- 
dren hud been playing on a. teeter, and 
when asked how the iittlo fellow disap- 
peared, stated that ho had fallen oft' the 
board und struck his head. Being partially 
dazed, it is supposed ho stumbled into the 
river in the durkness and was swept uway 
by the rapid current. Nothing has since 
been seen or heard of tho child, and ull hope 
of his safety bus been given up, even by the 
hard-worked and faithful mother, who has 
now but six little mouths to provide food 
for. 

A deliberate attempt at wholesaler for- 
gery, which, happily, waa only partially 
successful, was disclosed a few clays ago. 
D. Starchnian, owner of tho Dolly V'unlen 
mine in the Hlocan, one of the most prom- 
ising claims iu tho district, Bold a quarter 
interest in the property to L. McDonald for 
8400. Then taking a young fellow named 
Giles into his confidence tho two forged 
McDonald's name to a bill of sale, and re- 
sold the quarter to J. Thompson and A. W. 
Wright tor a similar amount, tho former 
giving $100 in cash, and the latter a cheek 
on the bank at Nelson. A third parly 
bearing of the transactions raised tho uoubt 
that ull was not right, and tho bank wus in- 
structed not to honor the check, but too 
late. It was then found that Giles had 
forged Mr. Wright's name to severul checks 
for small amounts, which wero duly 
honored. The police were at onco notified 
and Starchinan was arrested at Nelson just 
.as he waa stepping on the train. When 
searched the bulk of tho nionoy was found 
on him. Giles left hero on tho Idaho for 
Bonner's Terry and escaped, despite tho 
efforts of the police to heud him off. 

H. Finley, inspootor of weights and 
measures, Victoria, was in town last Satur- 
day, going out on Monday. A number of 
business people are mourning the loss of 
their scales, which were of American mitke 
and illegal to use in Canada, us a result of 
tho inspector's visit. 

Saturday last Premier Davio arrived in 
on the Nelson, accompanied by Captain 
Fit/.stubbs and J. A. Mara, M. P. In the 
evening a number of citizens interviewed 
Mr. Davie regarding the wagon road, and a 
promise was made that funds would be 
forthcoming for tho finishing of the road to 
Now Denver. It is also probable that the 
outstanding expenses attaching to tho li rat 
work on the road will be taken over also by 
the Government. Tho road ia now com- 
pleted within a few miles of New Donver, 
about forty-five men being at work thereon, 
and thia number will shortly bo increased. 
The work is very heavy, tho progress ac- 
cordingly being very slow. Mr. Davio left 
on Sunday morning for Nakuap by wuy of 
Now Denver.

— Recent advices 
received by Secretary Morton from one of 
hia agents in Europe fully confirm tho pre- 
ioua reports regarding the shortage '.-f cer- 
tain crops in many sections of Europe, 
which ho represents ia likely to guarantee 
a largo demand for American forage crops, 
including corn. Although ho does not 
think it likely that much of the latter will 
bo used for human food, ho represents that 
tho tariff complications between Russia and 
Germany ure likely to render tho lutter 
country especially dependent upon America 
for their supply.

HARVEY DEAD. 

lie Invented the Process of Burdening Nickel 
Hteel Armor Plates. 

Orange, N. J., Aug. 29.— Hayward A. 
Harvey, inventor of tho Harveyized atoel 
armor plates and tho roller screw, died last 
night from kidney trouble 

[ Harvey ized steel is tho hardest metal in 
tho world. Its method of manufacture is 
a secret. During 1S90 and 1891 aevoral 
thin plates treated by the Harvey proceaa 
of surface hardening wero tested, with ro- 
eulta auporior to any over before attained. 
The proceaa was then applied to 
thickor armor, und during October, 
November und December, 1891, nino 
armor platea of American manufacture 
wero tested at Indian Head. The results 
woro most satisfactory. Tho projectiles 
wero broken into fragments Bgiinst tho 
hurd face of the Harvey plate, scarcely in- 
denting it. A 9 inch gun was then em- 
ployed, und although tho plate was 
cracked through the projectilea failed to 
perforate it, and the backing waa uninjured. 
All tho platea wero ten inches thick. The 
result of this and other recent trials have 
had a marked influence upon naval ordnance 
policy. 

An Italian namod Julian walked through 
his bedroom window, in tho third flat 
of tho Vancouver hotel, at an 
early hour this morning and now lies badly 
injured. Julian only cume fiom Van- 
couver last night and it is supposed 
ho walked through tho window in 
■his sleep. Ho carried the lower half of the 
window with him and fell with a horrible 
thud, atriking on hia feet in tho alley way 
beside the hotel. Hia back and legs are 
injured, and Dr. Frusor, who attended him, 
Beemed to think it might end fatally, 
though the extent of hiB injuries hud not 
been aacertained.
